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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: it appears that the shortcut controller of the 
present invention is unable to autonomously cache outgoing route data because it receives information from the routing device to cache 
the route data (fig. 3a, the caching operation is performed in conjunction with the routing device - specification, page 8. lines 1 1-24).
